The budget prepared for 
1930 entails an expenditure of $1,- 
045,304.70 for operation and improve- 
ments—$142,194.89 more than was ex- 
pended in 1929. 

“The money asked for is absolutely 
the mpm required to cope with 
the alnjost unbelievable situation con- 
fronting us,” Chief Beavers said Sun- 
day, “and I am of the firm opinion 
that the mayor and the finance com- 
mittee will provide for our 
acute need.”

The producer is a_ prerequisite 
laid down by Mr. Moore several weeks 
ago when he suggested that Atlanta 
take over the work and carve an 
everlasting memorial to the valor and 
sacrifice of Robert E. Lee, Stonewall 
Jackson and Jefferson Davis, 

Under terms of the agreement the 
city takes over obligations of the 
Stone Mountain Confederate Monu- 
mental Association, amounting to

In addition the city is to get the 
title, interest, powers, privi- 
leges and equities in and to all that 
tract owned by the monumental asso- 
ciation on the northern side of Stone 
Mountain.” 
Property to be Transferred.

Says Men Never Question

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(?)— 
The chief of the coast guard voiced 
another defense of his branch of the 
service tonight in a radio address. 


Reard Admiral Frederick C. Bil- 
lard, commandant of the coast guard, 
related during Collier’s hour on _ the 
National Broadcasting Company chain 
a story of the unremitting conflict of 
the coast patrol with the sea in the 
protection of life and property. 

He referred to occasional tilts with 
rum smugglers as incidental to its 
work. 

“The coast guard is not charged 
in any way with the enforcement of 
the national prohibition act,” he said. 
“It is charged, and has been since its 
creation in 1790, with the protection 
of the customs laws and the preven- 
tion of the smuggling of contraband 
from the sea into the United States. 

“Tt has upheld and defended the 
constitution of the United States 
since 1790 and it will continue to do 
so. It enforces at sea the laws of 
the United States. It does not dis- 
cuss, or a their wisdom or their 
expetin cy2 +, "ities Z 
“With a habit of mind developed by 
traditions and an honorable history 
of 139 years, when assigned any task 
to perform, whether or not it be a 
popular or an agreeable or an easy 
one, it simply gives the sailor mans 
answer, ‘Aye, aye, sir,’ and carries 
on. In one year 26 officers and men 
of the coast guard were drowned 
while on this law enforcement duty.” 

Billard depicted the discovery of a 
rum runner by a coast guard boat and 
its disregard of signals to halt. In 
such a case, he said, “there are just 
two courses of action open to the 
coast guard patrol boat.” 

“One,” he added, “is to do nothing 
but patiently wait for the time when 
the smuggler will be kind and gracious 
enough to accede to the command of 
the United States to stop, and the 
other is to take the line of action 
authorized and indicated by the laws

Occupants Flee as Three- 
Story Building Burns 
to Ground; Damage Put 
at $100,000. 


One woman was overcome by smoke 
and a three-story 12-unit brick veneer 
apartment at 2181 Peachtree road 
was destroyed Sunday night in a fire 
which attracted a crowd of more than 
5,000 persons to the scene. The loss 
is estimated at $100,000, of which 
$75,000 is to the building and $25,- 
000 to the contents. 

The woman overcome was Mrs. L. 
A. Schutt, who lived on the third 
floor of the building and who was 
alone in her apartment at the time. 


She was carried out by firemen and 
after being -given emergency treat- 
ment was removed to the home of 
friends, where she is said to be suf- 
fering no ill effects from her expe- 
rience, 

The apartment housed ten families, 
most of the occupants being at home 
when the blaze was discovered by 
Robert G. Nixon, a newspaper promo- 
tion manager, who turned in the 
alarm and so spread it about the 
building that all save Mrs. Schutt 
were unable to get out before the ar- 
rival of fire engine companies. 

Nixon Spreads Alarm. 

Nixon, who lived on the first floor, 
said he smelled smoke shortly atter 
8 o'clock and, investigating, found the 
basement in flames, which he said 
seemed to center about the coal bin, 
He immediately summoned the fire 
department and spread the alarm gen- 
erally throughout: the buliding. ‘. 

Within a few minutes the entire 
structure was a mass of flames and 
though the firemen worked frantically 
to save some of the contents, all was 
lost and the department began to 
concentrate its efforts against a 
threatening spread of the flames. De- 
spite these attempts the apartment 
next door, 2169 Peachtree road, was 
damaged somewhat by heat and the 
water thrown against it from the 
streams playing on the burning struc- 
ture.

Coolidge, Smith and Ros- 
enwald Announce Divi- 
sion of Fund; Warm 
Springs Is Beneficiary. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—(®)—For- 
mer President Calvin Coolidge, former 
Governor Alfred B. Smith, and Julius 
Rosenwald, of Chicago the committee 
of three prominent citizens chosen by 
executors under the will of the late 
Conrad Hubert, today announced the 
names of 33 institutions selected by 
them to receive approximately $6,900,- 
000. 

Mr. Hubert, inventor of the flash- 
light and other electrical devices and 
founder and head of the Bond Electric 
Corporation, died February 14, 1928, 
at Cannes, France. He directed in his 
will that three prominent citizens be 
appointed to determine the institu-

Received Many Calls, 

“T have received a number of tele- 
phone calls today from people hi 
in the city’s social and business life,"’ 
Mr. Boykin said. “All of them are 
strongly in favor of a deeper investiga- 
tion and all assured me that I would 
have their unqualified support.” 

Mr. Boykin Sunday afternoon con- 
ferred with a number of prominent 
citizens at his home, but nothing was 
given out at the conclusion of the 
conferences.

Silent on Recom . 

Mr. Boykin said he had no com- 
ment to make on the recommendation 
of the grand jury that additional in- 
vestigators be employed to assist his 
regular staff in the investigation. 

“That is a matter for the Fulton 
county commission to decide,” the so- 
licitor-general said. ‘We the 
need for more assistance if we are to 
get the inquiry finished in a reason- 
able time but even with what we have 
he are going to carry on to the fin- 
ish.” 

The solicitor reiterated that at pres- 
ent he had no idea just how long it 
would take to conclude the investiga- 
tion. 
“Aided by a citizens committee we 
might be able to finish before the ex- 
piration of the present grand jury’s 
tenure on March 1,” Mr. Boykin said, 
“but then it appears that additional 
evidence is being uncovered each day 
and there is really no telling how long 
it will take to run down the leads 
we already have in hand.”

IDEA ELICITS PRAISE AND CONDEMNATION ae

Whether a murderer doomed to die 
should be given a narcotic to fortify 
him during his march to the electric 
chair is a question which the Massa- 
chusetts legislature must decide at its 
current session. 

A bill to compel administration of 
a narcotic upon request of a person 


is not of the eye-for-eye, tooth-for- 
tooth variety. Capital punishment is 
a necessary evil that must be car- 
ried out to deter persons from com- 
mitting murder. The death penalty 
Should be inflicted as humanely‘ as 
possible.” ; 
Day pointed out that the amount 
of narcotic administered would be so 
small that it would not deprive the 
condemned man of the use of his

In an interview today the sponsor 
of the measure—believed the first of 
its kind ever filed in an American 
legislature—expressed confidence that 
his idea would receive wide support.

Inhuman to Deny.

Warden Opposes Plan. 

Warden James L. Hogsett, of Mas-

25 executions, and almost without 
exception the condemned men have 
gone to the chair courageously. I 
have never seen one on the verge of 
collapse. 

“Here at Charlestown prison we 
always try, through our chaplains, to 
prepare doomed men spiritually for 
death, and in practically every case 
prisoners have gone to the chair with 
remarkable resignation.” 

The Rev. Ralph Farrell, Catholic 
chaplain at the prison, was even more 
emphatic in his opposition to the Day 
proposal, 

Chaplain Opposes It. 

“I would be absolutely opposed to 
the administration of anything what- 
soever which would to any degree 
dull the faculties of the soul,” Father 
Farrell said. “At such a moment 
they should be absolutely free to 
dwell upon the most important mat- 
ter of appearing before God.” 

The real strain on a condemned 
man, the priest said, was the suspense 
preceding execution, and the worst 
part of the ordeal was over when the 
day of execution arrived. 

Asked if it would not be possible 
to prepare a doomed man spiritually 
for death and then administer a nar- 
cotic, Father Farrell said: 

“The most important thing in life 
is a good death. Forces of evil are 
always at work, and man’s faculties 
should be acute so as to battle them 
until the very last.” 


RUUTE OF PLANES 
FOLLOWED BY RADIO

It is recognized by both President 
Hoover and the secretary, however, 
that the remaining difficulties and 
varied viewpoints which will confront 
'the conference cannot be reconciled 
‘overnight and that the parley must 
‘at the outset prepare to devote the 
|maximum patience to working out so- 
lutions which will lead to an agree- 
ment to halt competition in sea arma- 
ment construction. 

There is confidence here that it 
will be through careful and frank 
negotiations in London that such 
questions as the French attitude will 
be cleared up. 

Favorable Point. 

One point which is considered high- 
ly favorable ‘to the London negotia- 
tions is that the French delegation

the parley. 

This feeling was enhanced by the 
additional intimation that the “actual 
tonnage” would be “dependent upon 
the condition of political security and 
particularly the question of a pact of 
Mediterranean non-aggression and mu- 
tual guarantees. 

This latter question is looked upon 
by President Hoover as not one di- 
rectly concerning the United States. 
So far as the question is concerned, 
the attitude of the Washington gov- 
ernment is that if informal approval 
of it can further the work of the con- 
ference the United States is pre- 
pared to give such approval. 

These conciliatory expressions of 
attitude by the interested powers, 
however, where one desire at the par- 
ley is considered “dependent” upon 
another, are viewed by American of- 
ficials as leaving the way open for 
reaching an agreement _ through 
frank discussions of desires and needs.

Authority of Platt Amend- 
ment Invoked to Terminate 
Political Arrests. 


HAVANA, Jan. 5.—(#)—The Platt 
amendment, under which the United 


States offers to guarantee Cubans 
against dictatorial power, was invoked 
today in an appeal to United States 
Ambassador Harry F. Guggenheim in 
behalf of two newspapermen alleged 
to have been illegally imprisoned at 
Santiago de Cuba. The appeal was 
made by General Francisco Peraza, 
former revolutionary leader, who is 
now active in the nacionalista party. 
His letter to the ambassador said: 
“There have been arrested by the mili- 
tary authorities in Santiago de Cuba 
two newspapermen of that city who 
are politically opposed to the present 
(Machado) regime. The arrests were 
contrary to the laws of the republic 
and the only charge made was that 
they had published in their newspa- 


published yesterday in the Havana 
newspaper Diario de la Marina rela- 
tive to the proposal of President Ma- 
chado to modify again the constitu- 
tion. 

“The detained are persons known 
throughout Cuba. One of them, Car- 
los Dellunde, has been a congressman,

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—(United 
News.)—The stork, not the eagle, is 
the real bird of war; and the London 
naval limitation conference must be 
followed by a limitation of babies con- 
ference if peace is to endure, Charles 
Francis Potter, pastor of the New 
Humanist church, argued today in his 
sermon, 

“Since over-population is one of the 
primary causes of war, it is evident 
that peace lovers are advocates of 
birth control, that is, if they are con- 
sistent,” said Potter. 

“It is not only Mussolini’s bellige- 
rency which makes him one of the 
greatest menaces té world peace; it is 
his opposition to birth control in his 
already over-populated country. 

“In Mussolini’s country, and in some 
others, it is the stork, not the eagle, 
which is the real bird of war. The 
limitation of armaments conference 
in London this month should be sup- 
plemented by a limitation of popula- 
tion conference. 

“Strange as it may seem, babies are 
more dangerous than battleships when 
there are too many of them.” 

Potter, though only 44, has had a 
distinguished career as a clergyman, 
first as a Baptist, later as a Unitarian 
pastor. He was an expert Bible wit- 
ness for the defense in the Scopes 
evolution trial—the famous “monkey 
trial’—at Dayton, Tenn., in 1925. He 
no longer uses his former title of 
“reverend.’’

Inited States government to lend 
noney to the co-ops upon the basis 
f about 17 cents at the ports, and 
he organization of a huge selling 
ompany to handle a much larger por- 
ion of the crop next year is in 
rogress. 

The quietude of the dry goods trade 
nd the alleged contraction in the de- 
nand for cotton cloth will probably 
heck any advance that might other- 
vise be caused by the demand from 
otton manufacturers, and we appear 
o be entering upon a period of watch- 
ul waiting. 

More and more the interest of those 
vho trade in cotton is centering upon 
he next crop and the acreage that 
vill be planted to it. Until there 
ire some definite developments’ in 
his direction no great change’ in 
irices is indicated, and the trade is 


weupying itself meanwhile with a 
liscussion of the various  reforma- 
ory measures that have been pro- 


sed in congress and elsewhere.

It is a complex situation, but the 
probability of an important decline 
in cotton continues to be remote, 
while the possibility of a moderate 
advance should. not be ignored.

From Europe a distinct improve- 
ment in the purchasing power of the 
people and the economic condition of 
the continent is reported.

NATIONAL CITY 
RESOURCES SET 
AT TWO BILLIONS 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—(#)—The 
National City Bank of New York re- 
ported today that its resources on De- 
cember 31 totaled $2,206,241,170, a 
new high record for the country’s 
largest bank. The total compares 
with £1,847,705,548 on the same date 
in 1928 and with $2,062,400,220, the 
previous peak, attained last June. 

The announcement said that Na- 
tional City’s statemént exceeded all 
existing high records in American 
banking. Its resources are believed to 
be close to those of the Midland of 
London, the world’s largest bank, al- 
though a comparable statement of the 
latter was not available. 

Deposits totaled $1,649,554,260, 
compared with $1,349,024,386 a year 
ago and  §$1,470,891,893 last June. 
Capital funds were $239,650,233, 
against $166,993,905 on December 31, 
1928, and $235,260,406 on June 30. 

Six American banks have resources 
of a billion dollars or more. Others 
are the Guaranty Trust Company, of 
New York, which had $2,017,119,331 
on December 31; the Equitable Trust 
Company, of New York; the Chase

Francisco. 


PRICES ERRATIC 
ON CURB BOARD

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—()—Er- 
ratic price movements characterized 
the trading on the New York Curb 
exchange iast week, with business 
showing a further falling off in vol- 
ume. In the early part of the week, 
the market drifted lower in response 
to heavy selling for the purpose of 
establishing losses on 1929 incomes, 
and made irregular recovery when 
this pressure was removed. 


Public participation was on an ex- 
tremely small scale as compared: with 
similar periods in previous years, in- 
dicating the absence of any marked 
reinvestment demand. Brokers report- 
ed that small speculators investors 
were showing an inclination to stand 
on the sidelines until the.trend of 
spring business became more clearly 
defined, and that operations of floor 
traders accounted for a good part of 
the week's activity. 

Application for a receivership for 
Stutz Motor resulted-in a renewal of 
selling pressure against that issue 
which carried it down to a new low 
record of $1 a share. This contrasts 
with the 1929 high of $34 and the 
record high of .around $800 in the 
famous “Stutz corner,” engineered by 
Alan A. Ryan a few years ago when 
the stock “was suspended from trad- 
ing privileges on the New York Stock 
Exchange. / 

Fox Theatres also crashed to a new 
low at $2.50 a share on the threat 
of a stockholders’ committee to force 
the William Fox Theatrical Enter- 
prises into a receivership, but it made 
partial recovery in the closing ses- 
sions of the week. 

American Cigar broke to a new low 
record at 68 on the omission of the 
regular quarterly dividend but rallied 
to 80 as the week closed. 

Several of the investment trust 
shares, particularly Lehman Corpora- 
tion, rallied briskly on the publica- 
tion of annual statements and _ bal- 
ance sheets showing that losses taken 
in the October-November break were 
smaller than expected, and disclosing 
a net asset value well in excess of 
current market prices. 

Further weakness developed in the 
aviation group in reflection of dis- 
appointing earnings and sales, and 
liquidation by tired holders of those 
stocks. Oils held fairly steady, al-

In 1930 Set at Nine Billions 


NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—A)—Con- 
struction requirements of the United 
States during 1930, as estimated by 


the Copper and Brass Research as- 
sociation in its annual building sur- 
vey, will total nearly $9,000,000,000. 

Although building during 1929 fell 
below the average of the past five 
years, it was pointed out, there are 
many factors indicating an increased 
activity for next year. It is also prob- 
able, the survey said, that a new all- 
time construction record may be es- 
tablished. 

“It is generally believed by lead- 
ers in the industry that the recent 
break in the stock market will bene- 
fit construction,” says the report. 
“Large sums which have been un- 
availing for investment in buildin 
projects have been released and wil 
contribute to an increased program. 

“Fundamentally, building depends 
upon the increase and distribution of 
population and the standard of liy- 
ing. Other conditions affecting bnild- 
ing may be traced to these. As long 


as our population cortinues to grow 
and our standards of living to better, 
no more than temporary recessions of 
building activity need be anticipated. 

“Currently our population is. In- 
creasing at the rate of about 1,650,000 
persons a year. In addition to hous- 
ing and other accommodations for 
these people, construction must be 
provided for population’ movements, 
such as shifts from farms to cities 
and from cities to suburbs. It is es- 
timated that 4,000,000 persons have 
moved from farms to cities since 


1910.” |

As has already been stated, finapn- 
cial and industrial leaders are not ex- 
pecting much of the first quarter of 
this year. If such conclusions prove 
correct, Steel common still has somé 
unfavorable monthly earnings ahead 
to influence its selling price. Steel 
common was selling, early in Septem- 
ber, at its 1929 high of 2613-4. It 
dropped to 150 on November 13. It 
is not hard today to find usually well- 
informed Wall Street people who be- 
lieve that Steel common will sell below 
its November 13 low before there is 
a sustained upward price movement. 

If Steel common does assume lead- 
ership of the stock market on a sus- 
tained upward price movement, it is 
up to the individual to determine at 
what price the stock should be bought. 
Unlike practically all other large in- 
dustrial companies, the Steel Corpora- 
tion held on to its large war and 
after-war boom period earnings. It 
did declare one 40 per cent stock 
dividend in 1927, but that was only a 
very small part of the accumulated 
surplus. Aside from this year’s ex- 
tra 1 per cent the annual dividend 
rate has remained unchanged since 
1926, when one-half of 1 per cent 
extra was paid. 

Debt Wiped Out. 

In the meantime the Steel Corpora: 
tion has wiped out its own direct bond- 
ed debt and has acquired valuable 
additional properties. Today the Steel 
Corporation holds the strongest posi- 
tion of any large industrial company. 
On December 31, 1928, the company 
had an accumulated surplus of $410,- 
000,000, with an additional $270,000.- 
000 of surplus earnings over dividends 
that had been uged to make improve- 
ments and betterments properly 
chargeable to capital account. Some 
of this surplus was used in 1929 to 
retire outstanding bonds, but there 
will be a large surplus for 1929 over 
and above dividend requirements. If 
necessary, the Steel Corporation could 
for a long period pay unearned divi- 
dends from accumulated surplus. 

I'ntil general trade again starts to 
pick up the Steel Corporation is likely 
to confine its annual dividends on the 
common stock to 7 per cent. There- 
fore, for as long ahead as can now 
be seen the income return must be

As 
present stocks are cleaned up, _ the 
decks must be kept clear, from now 
on, and this means that each mill’s 
own stock and order situation must 
be its undisputed controlling force re- 
garding curtailment. 

Preliminary reports on _ holiday 
trade obtained from the leading de- 
partment stores of New York city by 
the federal reserve bank of New York 
show sales about 2 per cent larger 
than for the corresponding period last 
year.

goods showing a decrease of 7.8 per 
eent. The St. Louis, San Francisco 
and Kansas City districts showed 
small gains. The largest losses were 
shown in the New York, Dallas and 
Chicago districts. At the end of the 
month, stocks of dry goods showed a 
decrease of 7.2 per cent as compared 
with the. previous year, though the 
Chicago, San Francisco, New York 
and Atlanta districts showed slight 
gains. The greatest decreases’ in 
stocks were shown in the Kansas 
City, Dallas and St. Louis districts. 


[The last week of the year was 
fairly active with us, print cloths 
and sheetings again furnishing the 
larger part of the total. Present 
print cloth prices mainly show ad- 
vances of 1-4 cent from the bottom. 


As an apt illustration of how re- 
nee? cheap goods are at present, 
we might mention thai, in record- 
breaking cotton crop season of 1926- 
1927 the lowest price on 38 1-2-inch 
64-60 print cloths, made on December 
10, 1926, was 61-2 cents, with cotton 
at 12.30. At approximately that 
same time this last December 38 1-2- 
inch 64-60’s were 63-4 cents, with 
cotton over 17 cents per pound. We 
are confident that buyers are going 
to take advantage of such prices “1 
that a very large distribution will 
the result.

FEWER FAILURES, 


BUT LARGER IN 23 


Reports by telegraph to Bradstreet’s 
Journal from all of its offices in the 


United States, compiled on January 
1, 1930, show that there were 19,703 
failures, with liabilities of $628,990,- 
633, occurring in this country during 
the full calendar year 1929. There 
is here shown a decrease of 3.2 
cent in failures, but an increase of 
21.4 per cent in liabilities, as com- 
pared with the full calendar year 
1928. The 1929 total of failures was 
also smaller than in the calendar years 
1927, 1926, 1924, 1922 and _ 1921, 
whereas liabilities, while in excess of 
1928, were smaller than in any. year 
from 1927 back to 1921, with the sole 
exception of 1925. The excess of lia- 
bilities in 1929 over 1928 was mainly 
due to heavy liabilities of banks sus- 
pending. December, 1929, failures 
were the largest since January of that 
year, and 9 per cent in excess of De- 
cember, 1928, while 45 per cent ahead 
in liabilities. 

Failures in Canada for the full eal- 
endar year 1929 totaled 2,092, with 
liabilities of $31,863,932, an increase 
of 11.6 per cent in number, but a de- 
crease of 12.7 per cent in liabilities 
from 1928,

Trade interests fixed prices on a! 


moderate scale, particularly in Jan- 
uary and March, and spot interests 
transferred many of their outstand- 
ing short hedges from January to lat- 
er months. Under this 
and price-fixing, January ruled rel- 
atively steady and shows a net de- 
cline on the week of only 8&8 
points. Other months, however, lost 
from 16 to 283 points and final prices 
were around the lowest for this pe- 
riod. The south sold hedges in a 
moderate way and there was more or 
less liquidation and professional sell- 
ing on failure of the market to show 
greater activity and strength. 

In the spot division prices also de- 
clined but not as much as im the ease 
of futures. Average loss in official 
southern quotations, covering mid- 
dling 7-8 inch, was only 13 points 
against a decline of 21 
March, New York, the principal bas- 
ing month. This is only another way 
of saying that basis scored a further 
advance, This has been going on now 
for a number of weeks and means 
that basis—that is the relation of 
spots to futures—is the highest for 
the current season. 

Nearly all of the good grade cotton, 
especially in 7-8 to 1 1-32 inch is in 
the hands of merchants who have 
hedged it with sales of futures and 
they are holding out for even larger 
premiums than heretofore. This fact 
may, in some measure, be responsible 
for the rather slow buying of actual 
cotton by domestic and foreign spin- 
ners though both groups are undoubt- 
edly influenced, in some measure, hy 
the unsatisfactory conditions prevail- 
ing in the textile industry. Foreign 
spinners are finding it particularly 
dffieult to meet the high basis asked 
by southern merchants and they have 
no hesitancy:in saying so. 

Demand Seen. 

The feeling is rapidly gaining 
ground that overseas textile interests 
will have to buy a great deal more 
American cotton during the next sev- 
en months than for the corresponding 
period a year ago. They are about 
500,000 bales behind in their takings 
and about 600,000 bales behind in 
their imports of this growth this sea- 
son and their stocks have been allow- 
ed to run down to pretty small pro- 
portions. In the meantime, while 
conditions have not been favorable in 
Great Britain or on the continent for 
the past several months, more recent 
advices have indicated some tendency 
toward improvement among continen- 
tal mills.

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Business Attention Turns 
To Automotive [ndustr 


BY CLAUDE A. JAGGER, 
Associated Press Financial Writer. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—(/)—Busi- 
ness and trade entered upon the sew 
year last week with a few indications 
of the revival of activity normally 
expected after the year-end inventory 
period, and faith in an eventual if 
gradual return to a satisfactory rate 
of operations undiminished. 


The New Year's day analysis and 
forecasts were highly conservative in 
tone and practically none predicted 
any overnight recovery. Nevertheless, 
periods of depression are on the aver- 
age much briefer than periods of ac- 
celeration, and it was widely agreed 
that indications point to an unusually 
brief period of recession at this time, 
most estimates running from three to 
six months. 


Business attention generally is now 
focused upon the automobile indus- 
try with the introduction of new mod- 
els at the annual shows. This indus- 
try furnishes employment to nearly 
10 per cent of the nation’s workers, 
and has become a major factor in the 
determination of industrial destiny. 


Dr. Julius Klein, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce, stated that visible 
factors now point to a_ reasonably 
normal volume of automobile business 
during 1930. Of course, a normal vol- 
ume would not approximate the record 
output for 1929, but some manufac- 
turers believe operations at about 80 
per cent of capacity in the long run 
prove about as profitable as capacity 
activity, for it permits keeping ma- 
chinery in better repair and generally 
enhances efficiency. 

Definite indications of a revival of 
automobile activity during the past 
week were not impressive, although 
steel mills reported some further in- 
creases in buying from automotive

Much interest was manifested in 


the first service in the new home and | 
‘the congregation, Dr. Dodge reported, 


was almost four times as large as the 
usual Sunday morning number of 
worshipers. 

“No special pleading is necessary 
for Jesus,” said Dr. Dodge. “If He 
simply be allowed to speak for Him- 
self, He will make His own impression 
of greatness as truly as the blue sky, 
the white snow and the warm sun- 
shine make their impressions upon 
our physical sensibilities. It is the 
religion of Jesus as a supplement to 
the religion about Jesus, of which we 
need to know more. Too much of cur- 
rent religion in the churches is a blind 
devotion to One whom we not only fail 
to obey but whom we do not even un- 
derstand. The discovery in our day 
of the religion which Jesus taught, by 
which He lived, which shaped His 
own character and which He intended 
His followers to practice, may be 
classed as an epochal event. 

“It may be claimed that this re- 
ligion is entitled to the character of 
finality for two reasons which are in 
every way satisfactory. In the first 
place, it properly evaluates the im- 
portance of tradition. Jesus is here 
quoting a very old principle in the 
religious practice of His people. He 
thus appeals to tradition. And, while 
tradition has its perils, frequently 
binding and blinding the unthinking, 
at the same time it is rich with many 
a gem of truth, and forms at least the 
foundation upon which the superstruc- 
tures of thought and behavior in our 
day may be built. 

“The finality of the religion of 
Jesus is even more established by its 
assertion of the primacy of love as 
the controlling force in divine and hu- 
man relationships. To love God, the 
highest and best, is to expose ourselves 
to those influences which will inevit- 
ably make the finest impressions upon 
us, and in the love of our fellow man, 
we find adequate and satisfying ex- 
pression for those divine impulses im- 
planted through the love of God, thus 
completing the circle in which the per- 
sonality functions,” 

An additional attraction of the 
service was the vested quartet choir 
which will be a permanent feature of 
the church program.
